W h i t e ’s injury is not serio-us but it 
«ill be several days before he can 
rt -um e his work and ic had to be 
reported to the commission. 
T here is quite a good deal of “ red 
ta p e ” to be followed ia reporting an y 
accident. 
The law req u ires it to be 
reported a t once to the commission. 
He m ust also file a statem ent with 
the com pany th a t employs him. 
The 
law provides th a t all injuries which 
require 
an employe to rem ain 
off 
duty fo r more than one day m ust be 
reported. 
The employer is held lia­ 
ble fo r the physician’s fee and ho s­ 
pital expense fo r the first th irty days 
and a f te r the fifteenth day the em­ 
ploye receives fifty-five per cent, of 
his wages. 
It is also stated th a t no 
wage shall be less th an $10 per week.
